'WASHINGTON — Heading trium- 
jhanlly into his third term, President 
Soosevelt carries with him more act- 
ual. concrete power than any Presi- 
dent in American history. 


Lay aside the prestige that goes 


with his smashing of the third-term 
tradition and his victory at the polls, 
andi consider only 
black-and-white 


laws. 


These are in literal fact what some 


of 'them have .often been called — 
blank checks, signed and counter- 
signed by the Congress, giving the 
president power to do practiqally 
anything he may wish with the foreign 
and domestic affairs of the nation. 


Some of these powers were voted 


to him last summer. Others are hold- 
overs from the early days of the New 
Deal. Still others corne down from 
laws passed long before Mr. Roosevelt 
came to office. Probably it is fail- 
to say that no one in Washington 
knows precisely how many of them 
there arc and how far they go. 


Along with the powers goes a vast 


amount of authority over, a sphere 
Con'gress has always jealously" con- 
sidered its own— the public purse. In 
any survey of the vast powers held 
by

Few follow an interpretation that 


leads lo such an illoggical, imprac- 
tical, and disastrous end. Nevertheless, 
to disregard this teaching and nulli- 
fy it, making it of no account, is as 
false as to interpret it with compltet 
litcralnpss.

World War, there had been more love 
for one's enemies, if there had been 
greater magnanimity, if there hac 
icen a greater purpose, such as Lin- 
coln expressed, to "bind 
up 
the 


common wounds with malice toward 
none"—how different the course ol 
the world might have been! 


The Treaty of Versailles, which 


has been so roundly condemned, was 
not such a bad treaty as treaties go. 
Its terms were very mild in comparis- 
on wilh what Germany is imposing 
on conquered countries and in com- 
parison with what she is likely to 
impose if she should dominate the 
world. Yet, measured by the stand- 
ard of the teaching of Jesus and 
the ideal of recovery of life and 
good relationships for all peoples, the 
Treaty of Versailles was subject to 
much condemnation. 


How different our history here in 


the United States would have been, 
following the Civil War, if Lincoln 
had lived and if his counsels and 
attitude of magnanimity had 
been 


followed! 


Instead, what the country saw was 


the spirit of the carpet-bagger and 
exploiter grasping for himself the 
fruits of victory, and thereby in very 
large measure turning the physical 
victory into something of a moral and 
social defeat. 


Perhaps it is along this lino that 


we can best interpret the lesson. Peo- 
ple are not likely to be dissuaded 
by a lesson like this from defend- 
ing their homes from 
attack, and 


from upholding and defending their 
country against the threat of vio- 
lence, agggression, and destruction. 


Yet, the defense of our land de- 


pends not only upon firmness of re- 
sistance, but also on the spirit of 
that resistance. A nation that would 
be strong should not dissipate any 
of its strength in hatred.

Power Grant Has Lawyers 


Guessing 


Last July Congress passed an act 


to expedite the national defense. This 
empowers the President, through UA 
secretary of war, to build nnd operate 
factories for the manufacture of mil- 
itary equipment, supplies and muni- 
tions. Under this the President could 
put the government into the munitions 
business—or the airplane manufactur- 
ing business, or indeed into practically

any other business affecting national 
defense. 


Ths same law then goes on to make 


an amazing grant of power which has 
the lawyers guessing but look like 
authorization to do practically any* 
thing. It simply empowers the Pres- 
ident "to provide for emergencies af-» 
feeling the national security arid de> 
fehse and for each and every purpose 
connected therewith." 


The draft act authorizes the Presi- 


dent to commandeer any factory which 
refuses to accept a government order 
for defense material or to give such 
an order priority, 


The President may also requisition 


any munitions or machine tools pro- 
duced here for foreign governments 
or for private concerns. 


He can control the nation's indus- 


trial life by issuing priorities for the 
production of defense materials, 


Under a 1920 amncdmcnt to the 


Interstate Commerce Act ho can con- 
trol the railroads in time of emergen- 
cy by laying down priorities for cer- 
tain types of traffic— a power by 
which any industry in the country 
could be brought to heel. 


Under the espionage act of 1917, 


the President may exercise complete 
control over all vessels, domestic or 
foreign, in U. S. territorial waters, 
even to the extent of seizing them and 
removing their crews by force. 


Power Over Men 


The President 
could control the 


electric utilities under an act of 1935, 
which gives him broad powers over 
distribution systems to provide cur- 
rent for war-essential industries. 


He could control radio up to the 


hilt in time of war, in time of threat 
or peril to the country, or even "to 
preserve the neutrality of the United 
States," having authority to take over 
stations and networks to be run by 
the government. 


During any emergency period pro- 


claimed by the President, he can 
have complete power over the coun- 
try's banking and financial system. 


In wartime he could put all tele- 


phone and telegraph facilities under 
military control. 


Nor are these powers all. The Pres- 


ident can control foreign trade by 
embargoing the export of any com- 
modities he deems necessary to the 
national defense. 


He can control and regulate foreign 


exchange and transfers of credit. 


Through the RFC and the Import- 


Export Bank he can grant loans to 
private industry or to foreign gov- 
ernments. He can authorize the sale 
of "surplus" war materials to foreign 
countries, subject to the approval of 
ranking army and navy chiefs. 


Last but certainly not least, the

Tags on Sale 


Checkup Reveals 
Few County Tags 
Sold so Far 


Although 1941 license tags went on 


sale over Arkansas on November 1, 
a check up. at the local revenue of- 
fice showed Friday that few Hemp- 
stead county motorist have register- 
ed their cars for the new year to 
date. The Arkansas period for pur- 
chasing automobile tags is from Nov- 
ember 1 to December 31 of each year 
but many operators secure their plat- 
es early to avoid the usual last 
minule rush. 


I. L. Pilkinton, local revenue in- 


spector, today issued a statement urg- 
ing all Hempstead county motorist to 
register their cars as soon as pos- 
sible to avoid standing in line later. 


In his statement Mr. Pilkinton said; 
'A wise motorist will register his 


:ar early in the license paying per- 
iod. It avoids standing in line during 
the last minute rush. Every person 
should bring their 1940 registration 
card with them when they come to 
buy their tags for 1941. There is cer- 
tain information needed before an 
operator can register his or her car 
and most of this needed information 
is on the 1940 card. Before we can 
properly register an auto for 1941 we

must know the make and style, the 
year model, the motor and scria 
number, and the number of the 1040 
tags if the auto was registered for 
this year. If its a 1939, 1940, or 194 
model the owner must have proof tha 
the state sales tax has been paid 
on the automobile. For trucks and 
trailers we must have the capacity 
to cases of trailers the serial num 
ber is also necessary." 


Mr. Pilkinton said that under the 


law if a new car is purchased be 
tween now and December 15, 1940, th 
owner must purchase tags for the 
last quarter of 1940 before he can 
register the automobile for the new 
year.
